expression of said gene; wherein expression of said gene results in a neurofibrillary

or mouse, wherein said somatically transferring a gene reduces memory in said living rat 
or mouse, and Tho method of claim 30 , wherein somatically transferring is achieved by 
using an adeno-associated viral vector.
